"In 
wartime the Boer never, ander any cir 
cumstancee, makes'his laager In tbe 
open country 1£ there are any kopjes 
about No matter if there is not a foe 
within 50. n|!les, the Boer commander 
always pitches his laager between two 
parallel lines of hills,, so that 30 attack 
can be made upon him without giving 
him an immense advantage over the 
attaching force, even if the enemy is 
tcii times as strong. 


"If the Boers have a choice of ground 


they pick a narrow ravine, with.a line 
of hills front and rear, covered with 
small bowlders and bushes. They drive 
their wagons along the ravine ane 
make a sort of rude breastworks with 
them, between which the women are 
placed for safety. It is \a noticeable 
'act that large numbers of women have 
followed their husbands and fathers to 
the war, not to act as viragoes, not to 
)lay the wanton nor to handle the rifle, 
>ut to nurse the •wounded, to comfort 
the dying and to lay out the dead. 


"The Boer never. If he can help It, 


allows himself to be separated from

The grand jury completed its in-

Mr. Michael was no 
served with a warrant, but appeare 
In court a short time after b«ing not 
fled, accompanied by his brother Max 
and gave bond in the sum of $1,00 
for his appearance1 when the cas 
cornes up for trial in common pleas 
court.
